Shockiko Tbagbdt The Walla Walla 

Statesman of tho 20th July ocntains tho 
following : — On Saturday last, tho author" 
ilics were notiDed that the body of a man 
had been found hanging on a tree by the 
side of the Walla Walla river, about five 
miles from town. This was the first report- 
On further inquiry, a still more horrible slate 
of affairs was disclosed. It seems tbat about 
a month aineo the deceased attempted to out- 
rage tho person of a young girl whoso pa- 
rents livo not very far distant from tho scone 
of hanging. As wo are informed ho failed, 
to accomplish his purpose, and no eflort was 
made to bring him to trial on tbe eerious 
charge to which ha laid himself liable. 
Sabsequeclly he was employed by Jesso 
Drumholler, Esq., as a farm hand, and whilst 
at work lor this gentleman, party consis- 
ting of four or five men came and look him 
awoy, stating at the time llmtlie was "charg- 
ed with attempting to commit a rape." 
After bis removal, nothing further was seen 
or known of the man until bis rcmaiua were 
found as above described. From all tbe 
circnmstanccs, it would seem that tbo party 
who took the man away from Drumheller's 
were tbe men who hung him. After tho 
hanging it seems that his executioners never 
relumed, and the body was allowed to hang 
until it rolled off at tbo neck. O P Lacy, 
Justice of tho Peace, who hold tho inquest, 
states tbat be found the body on tbe ground 
and Ibe bead and neck hanging to tbe tree 
A more ghastly sight can soaroly be imag- 
ined. Tho remains wore identified by tbo 
clothing as those of the man who was ta- 
ken away from Mr Drumheller'y. No liir- 
tber facta of importance were elicited. U'e 
have been unable to ascertain the man's 
name, and this notwltbstaDdiog he was known 
to a nnmber of residents of tbe country and 
accompanied Capt. Mullan on one of biti 
expeditions. The following is tbe verdict of 
tho coroner's jury. " That the deceased came 
to bis death by hanging by tho neck, by jjcr- 
sons to the jury unknown ; that be was a 
native of Ireland, aged about 35 years." 'Ibe 
body was buried where found, tho cuudition 
of Ibe remains being snob as to render their 
removal imposeible.
